HEBER FOURTH WARD 


The Heber Fourth Ward came into being on April 13, 1947 when 
the Third Ward was divided, and Bishop J. Linden Chapman was sus- 
tained to lead the new ecclesiastical unit. Chosen as counselors were 
Almon G. Clegg and Verd Murdock. Jay O. Johnson was ward clerk. 
Later Vestus Mahoney was sustained as second counselor to replace 
Verd Murdock who moved away. Max Lawrence served also as an 
“assistant ward clerk. 

For eight years after the creation of the ward, members shared the 
Third Ward meeting house. However, during those eight years they 
were busily working to raise funds for construction of their own building. 

Work on the new Fourth Ward Chapel began in April of 1953 on 
property that had been donated to the ward by the Bert T. Coleman 
family. The site was the corner of Fifth South and Second West. 

Working together, the members of the ward strove diligently to 
raise the $131,853.14 cost of the building. By entertainment events there 
was raised $8,965.58, and by direct donation, $39,176.96, making a total 
cash contribution of $48,142.50. Donated labor amounted to 12.191 
hours, valued at $17,784.03. Cash for paid labor totaled $15,610.98. and 
materials cost $80,674.10. 

One organization, the Relief Society, was given special commenda- 
tion by the bishopric for their efforts in the building fund. By sales of 
quilts, through bazaars and special banquets they raised a total of $2,500 
for the new chapel. 


The new building was completed, paid for and ready for dedication 
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The Heber Fourth Ward Chapel built in 1953-55 and dedicated May 4, 1955. 
early in 1955, and the dedicatory services were held May 4, 1955, with 
Bishop Carl W. Buehner of the Presiding Bishopric offering the dedicatory 
prayer. 

Bishop Chapman served for 10 years until 1957, and was released 
with his counselors on July 21, 1957. 

Sustained as the new bishop was Sherman A. Giles, with Errol 
Hicken and Newell Jensen as counselors and Clark J. Crook as clerk. 
J. Moroni Besendorfer was sustained as ward clerk on January 11, 1959 
and Ray Mortensen was sustained as assistant ward clerk. Some 500 
members of the Church reside in the ward.
